tant ; also, a branch to Carbon River mine, 
Pierce county. Another object is to par­ 
chase the Seattle and Walla Walla Railroad 
and equipments, and also to parchase lands 
and town lota, whether adjacent to Baid road 
or not. The articles provide for bonding or 
mortgaging the present road and property to 
raise funds to carry on the road ; also, to aid 
in the establishment and operation of rail­ 
road and steamboat lines from this city to 
any port or city on the Pacific ocean, in the 
State of Oregon, or in Washington and 
Idaho Territories, for the purpose of con­ 
necting their lines therewith for the purpose 
of transportation. 
The corporation is to run 
fifty yearn, and to be managed by Directors.

Affairs at Peking are still unsettled, and 
the different parties a t the Capital are 
anxious about the future of the country. 


Tsung li Yamen is still ignorant. 
That 
territory will be asked for, in addition to a 
large money indemnity, is generally con­ 
ceded, and Corea and the Island of For­ 
mosa are mentioned in this connection. 
The report that the Chinese are desirous of 
settling m atters by arbitration is perhaps 
correct, but it is stated th at Russia will 
allow of no foreign intervention. 
The Captain and some of the officers of a 
British man-of-war, while recently steam­ 
ing up the Yangtsze, had occasion to land 
near Chingkiang, and were surrounded by 
the natives and pelted with stones. 


JAPAN. 
The third instant being the Mikado’s 
birthday, was observed as a general holi­ 
day throughout the empire. 
A review of 
the Tokio garrison was held by his Majesty, 
and in the evening a reception took place 
at the Enreakwan. 
Admiral 
LesBoffsky, 
Commander-in- 
Chief of Russia's land and sea forces in the 
East, with twelve or thirteen ships of war, 
is shortly expected here from VlaHivostock, 
and the Japanese Government is m iking 
extensive preparations for the cordial re­ 
ception of the Admiral and his officers, to 
whom it has been determined that every 
hospitality shall be offered during their 
sojourn in Yokohama. 
I t is stated in Japanese papers that the 
Chinese M inister at Tokio will shortly re­ 
turn to China, 
No reasons for his depart­ 
ure are given. 
Hanabusa, Japanese Minister to Corea, 
will leave for his post on the 15th instant. 
In a letter recently received from Corea, it 
is stated th at the leading members of the 
late Embassy to Japan held a great council 
in the Capital on the Gtli of October, at 
which upward of eighty high dignitaries of 
state were present. 
The subject discussed 
was the desirability or otherwise of re­ 
stricting the present intercourse between 
Japan and Corea. 
The result of the meet­ 
ing is unknown. 
Thomas Seon, an American, was acci­ 
dentally shot and killed on the 5th instant 
while cleaning a gun. 
He was buried with 
Masonic rites. 
The U nited Siates flagship Richmond 
left this port on the 7 th instant for a 
cruise to the south.

brilliant scheme was ac­ 
cordingly 
carried 
out. 
W e 
are not 
informed 
w hether 
the 
club 
went 
to the house of the President-elect in 
their uniforms, and with a canal-boat in 
tow, but it is stated th at they had cards 
printed on which the positions of 
the 
members were duly indicated by 
the 
phrases 
" F irst 
D eckhand,” 
"Second 
Deckhand,” and so forth. 
So equipped 
they called upon General Garfield—and 
were 
forthwith 
snubbed in the iciest 
manner. 
The report says “ the reception 
" he gave the party was absolutely glacia1. 
"H e curtly nodded to them, standing, 
" aüd not asking them to sit dowD. 
One 
" o f the spokesmen feebly said th at he 
"w as glad to see 
that 
the 
Garfield 
" canal-boat 
was 
finally 
entering 
its 
“ last lock, when Garfield shut him off 
" with such 
a 
stern 
look th at the 
" speaker choked in the middle of the sen- 
"tence, and almost strangled. 
Gradually 
" it began to dawn dpon the callera that 
** they were not pleasant company, and 
11 they crept silently away, hoping, as 
11 they went, that they had not intruded.” 
General Garfield is reported as having 
subsequently remarked to a friend that 
"h e had no patience with such idiocy. He 
" was not ashamed of having been a canal 
“ boy, neither was it a m atter of boasting. 
" I t was a mere incident in his life, 
" a n d 
not 
of 
the 
least 
importance 
" i n shaping his after career.” 
This 
is a view which of course had never 
occurred to the Towpath Club. 
They 
imaginod that if there was anything in his 
past life of which General Garfield was 
prouder than another it must be the cir­ 
cumstance that he had occo diiven mules 
on a towpath. 
In the heat of a Presiden­ 
tial campaign the most absurd things often 
become the focus of factitious enthusiasm. 
The log-cabin, tho hard cider, the rail-split­ 
ting, tae canal-boat, the thousand aud one 
trivialities wh’ch serve to excite attention 
and interest for the moment, and which 
sometimes enlist the sympathies of lower 
intelligences by flattering them with the 
fallacious idea that they ar% after all not 
really inferior to the higher intelligences, 
have their hour. 
But when the cam­ 
paign is over and the object of it has 
been accomplished, these accessories are 
as obsolete as the flowers of rhetoric and 
the drafts upon the imagination 
with 
which partisan orators endeavor to kindle 
the enthusiasm of the masses at such 
periods. 
This the W ashington Towpath 
Club 
failed 
to comprehend, 
and the 
oonsequence was th at they made fools of 
themselves. 
No doubt their absu rd course 
was embarrassing to General Garfield, but 
it is to hia credit th at he could cot bring 
himselfjto join in the imbecilities of the oc­ 
casion as some men in his position would 
have done. H e was disgusted and annoyed, 
and he showed it. 
The Towpath Club at 
least had sense enough to perceive that it 
bad blundered, and retired in confusion. 
A nother time its members will understand 
th a t campaign fooleries ought to bo laid 
*eide when the campaign is ended. 


A HOPEFUL INDICATION. 


A delegation of the Independent Repub 
lican Association of New \ ork called on 
General Garfield recently and presented an 
address to him on behalf of civil service 
reform. 
A discussion on the Bubject fol­ 
lowed, and in the course of it General Gar­ 
field is reported to have said th at “ he 
“ hoped to have the co-operation of Con- 
“ gress in establishing a legal basis for all 
“ routine appointments, so th at it should 
“ not be in th* power of anybody, even 
" the President, to remove any capable and 
“ faithful appointee during his term of 
“ office, 
w hether the term be long or 
“ short.” 
This is the most encouraging 
indication yet given of the intentions of 
the President in regard to this im portant 
subject. 
W e believe th at if General Gar­ 
field makes up his mind to carry out the 
programme here outlined, ho can obtain so 
solid and well organized a popular backing 
that Congress will be compelled to fall in 
with his policy. 
The time is ripe for a 
radical change in regard to the organization 
of the civil service. 
The people have had 
much enlightenment on the question dur­ 
ing the pa t four years, and the gravity 
and imminence of the dangers which have 
been already incurred mainly through fac­ 
tional passion and intemperance have con­ 
vinced all sober-minded men th at the pres­ 
ent conditions cannot safely be tolerated any 
longer. General Garfield is about to assume 
the Presidency at a very critical juncture. 
H i predecessor, though falling far below 
the expectations of (he friends of reform, 
has nevertheless paved the way for better 
things by showing ho.v much good even a 
very partial 
and unsystematic 
reform 
movement could produce. 
I t is evident 
that this question m ust either Lo dealt 
with from the standpoint of enlightened 
patriotism, or it will become more danger­ 
ous with every Presidential election. 
As 
the country grows the civil servi.e must 
become more complex and expensive. 
A t 
present there are a hundred and ten thou­ 
sand offices to he disposed of. 
T hat is a 
very large number, but it must be realized 
that in the natural course of national ex­ 
pansion a time will come when this num ­ 
ber will be even twice as large, and when, 
consequently, if the present modes of dis­ 
tribution are maintained, the difficulty of 
introducing any reform will be also doubled. 
In fact, it is apparent that if nothing is 
done 
in 
the 
direction 
of 
reform 
our 
Presidential elections will 
become 
more and more mere furious scrambles 
for 
office, 
and 
th at 
all 
the 
cor­ 
rupt 
and 
demoralizing 
agencies 
of 
which we now complain will be increased 
immeasurably. 
There is of course but 
one wholly just and tenable point of view 
from which to consider this subject, and 
th at point of view is, the national interest. 
I t must be thoroughly realized th at no 
party has or can have a lien upon the civil 
service ; th at no party has or can have tho 
right to interpose its pretensions between 
the country and reform ; that no Admin­ 
istration is or can he justified in putting 
the claims of a party above tha_ interests 
of the country ; th at those interests re­ 
quire stability, efficiency, fidelity and 
accuracy in the organization of the civil 
service ; and th at these qualifications are 
incompatible w ith the maintenance of the 
spoils system. 
T hat system is thoroughly 
vicious, and we believe th at this is now 
so well understood th at no party which 
sets its face again3t reform can hope to 
retain the confidence and support of the 
country. 


I t is not to be expected th at abuses 
which have become intrenched by half a 
century of toleration can be removed at 
once. 
All perm anent reforms of so exten­ 
sive a character must be gradual. 
Such a 
change as General Garfield suggests is by 
no means all th at can be hoped for, hut it 
is quite possibly as much as can be gained 
for the tim e being. 
To give stability to 
the subordinate positions under the Fed­ 
eral Government would be to secure a great 
deal. .Such a measure would at once do away 
with the scandal of campaign assessments. 
It would take the office-holders out from 
under the control of the party managers, 
and make them dependent upon their own 
efforts and conduct alone. I t would elevate 
them to the dignity and independence of 
free men, whereas heretofore they have 
been political 6erfs, liable to oppression 
and coercion by partisan politicians, and 
obliged to pay to party a higher allegiance 
than to the country. 
This measure would 
also elevate the character of Congress, and 
so prepare the way for further reforms. 
The candidates for Congressional honors 
would no longer he compelled to pur­ 
chase 
their 
election 
by promises of 
place 
in 
advance. 
They 
would 
no 
longer be fettered by the degrading con­ 
sciousness th at their positions depended 
upon upholding the spoils system. 
They 
would not be perforce obliged to resist 
every proposition looking to better things, 
lest it should thw art the plans of the wire­ 
pullers upon whose services they rely for 
re election. 
There would then be not only 
a better civil service, but a higher order of 
national representation. Those who sought 
federal offices would have to demonstrate 
their fitness, instead of depending upon 
those political services which areas oft n as 
not public injuries. 
Half the evils which 
spring from the abuse of party organiza­ 
tion would be eliminated by this one meas­ 
ure, and it would become comparatively 
easy to introduce further improvements. 
If General Garfield will resolve to carry 
out this reform he will assuredly have the 
best intelligence of the country with him, 
and he will not encounter the same kind of 
resistance which so checked the efforts of 
President Hayes. 
W e 
believe that he 
possesses the courage and the capacity to 
do what he has suggested, and we are very 
certain that if he does it he will deserve 
and receive the thanks of an emancipated 
people, aud th at he will take rank among 
the greatest statesmen and publio bene­ 
factors the republic has known. 


THE DIVISION IN GLADSTONE’S CABINET. 


It is evident th at the Irish problem has 
caused a division in Gladstone’s Cabinet 
which may prove embarrassing. 
The op­ 
position of 
Bright and Chamberlain to 
coercive measures may be justified, but at 
this distance, and in the absence of full in­ 
formation, it seems to be remarkable that 
there should be so broad a divergence of 
opinion upon what ought to be a question 
of facts. 
The Bright wing of the Cabinet 
declares that there is no present Deed for 
coercive measures. 
The Forster wing in­ 
sists that such measures are demanded. I t 
would appear th at such a dispute ought to 
be determined by a cool examination of th,e 
existing situation. 
If the laws are obeved 
in Ireland, if crimes against person and 
property are not abnormally numerous, if 
there is no ground for apprehending any 
access of turbulence, then certainly there 
can he no justification for coercive meas 
ures. 
Bnt if the reverse is the case 
it ought to be possible to prove it, 
and if 
it 
be proved 
it 
is difficult 
to understand the attitude of Messrs. 
Bright and Chamberlain. 
Mr. Gladstone 
himself is undoubtedly disposed to do 


w ithout any extension of power if it be 
possible. 
Mr. Forster is emphatically of 
opinion th at it will not be possible. 
Glad­ 
stone, perhaps, wishes the Land League to 
make it quite apparent that he has not 
forestalled the situation in any way, and 
th at if the Government demands further 
powers it is because anarchy has been es­ 
tablished in Ireland. 
If the Forster wing 
is right in its conclusions the Government 
will not have long to wait for this justifi­ 
cation, but it is hardly doubtful th at Mr. 
Bright is mistaken if he supposes th at any 
land bill whatever is capable of silencing 
an agitation which has long since gone 
beyond the land question,"and is more and 
more tending to center upon the insoluble 
problem of repeal of the union.

THE DECLINE OF SHIP-BUILDING. 


The annual report of the Register of the 
Treasury bIiows th at the total tonnage of 
the country exhibitB a decrease of 101,500 
tons. 
The amount of ship-building during 
the past year has been less by 35,620 
tons than that of 1879. 
This kind of ex­ 
hibit is now made almost every year. 
Under the stim ulating influence of the 
tariff and the navigation laws American 
ships are being driven out of existence, and 
no new ones are built to take their places. 
The remedy proposed for this state of 
things by Mr. John Roach is large boun­ 
ties. 
This, however, appears to he a too 
circuitous method of reform. 
I t is in 
fact much the same as first hreakirg a 
man's legs, and then furnishing him with 
wooden ones at the public expense. 
If 
we really desire to have a mercantile navy 
the common-sense plan would be to remove 
all restrictions from ship-building and 
ship-owning together. 
The present laws 
have paralyzed both, though ostensibly 
directed to encourage the first. 
Capital is 
evidently being taken out of ship-building 
more aud more, and the commerce of the 
U nited States is being mado more and 
more dependent upon foreign bottoms. 
From a strictly commercial point of- view 
this change would perhaps not m atter 
much, hut it must ha remembered that a 
nation is obliged to regard its mercantile 
marine from a broader standpoint. 
In the 
event of a foreign war that marine may 
become of the utm ost importance from, a 
belligerent point of view, and the present 
indications are that a few years more of 
the existing conditions will destroy it 
altogether. 
No bounty system can meet 
the necessities of the case, Mr. Itoach to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
If we are 
to have ships as formerly we must have 
free trade in them and their constituents, 
and nothing else will serve the purpose. 


THE MISSION INDIANS. 


LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES 


[S P E C IA L TO T H E R E C O R D -U N IO N .] 


The account of the Mission Indians 
given in the report of the Indian Bureau is 
extremely pitiful. 
They have been grad­ 
ually ejected from the lands which be­ 
longed to them by a far better title than 
any white man on the continent possesses. 
W ith tho conventional brutality of injus­ 
tice which always characterizes the treat­ 
ment of feeblo by powerful races, their 
claims of inheritance were ignored, first 
by the Spaniards and Mexicans, and then 
by the Americans, and the territory they 
had cultivated for centuries was coolly- 
given away under their feet, they' them­ 
selves being regarded precisely as though 
they had been wild beasts. 
The result is 
that one of the most peaceable, indus­ 
trious ami docile of Indian tribes, which 
with anything like humane aud honest 
treatm ent could have been easily civilized, 
has been transferred into a wretched mob 
of vagrants, homeless, propertyless, hope­ 
less, 
reluced 
to 
chronic 
vagabondage 
and destitution. 
Nobody, no authority, 
has recognized the duty or the right of 
providing for these Indians. 
They have 
been first robbed and then neglected. 
No 
oppression or inhum anity recorded in what 
we conceitedly call the "d ark ages" exceeds 
in cruelty aud callousness the treatm ent of 
which this unfortunate tribe have been the 
victims. 
They have not been made sullen 
and revengeful by their wrongs. 
Had 
they been warlike, and taken to arms 
for redress, it Í3 
probable 
th at they 
would have had a reservation assigned 
to them long ago. 
B ut they are meek 
and long-suffering, and so they are ground 
between the upper and the nether mill­ 
stone. 
W ill some of our newly-elected 
Representatives undertake to force this 
crying shame upon the attention of Con­ 
gress, and agitate it until some relief is 
secured for these poor creatures ?

Mor m onism and Polygam y—A Mormon 
Bishop Interview ed. 
N ew Y ork, November 2S;1i.—J ohn Sharp, 
one of twenty-one Mormon Bishops, is here. 
He is President and Superintendent of the 
Utah Central and U tah Southern Railroads, 
and Vice-President and Superintendent of 
the Utah Southern extension ; also a Direc­ 
tor of the Union Pacific. Being interviewed, 
he said the death of Brigham Young had not 
altered the Mormon policy. We do not ex­ 
pect railroad extension or mine developments 
to interfere with us as Mormons, or with 
Mormon institutions, in the least, along the 
lines of our new roads. 
We seek alliances of 
settlers and capitalists. 
They give us no 
trouble, and we do not interfere with them. 
W e aid each other. There are, of course, 
Borne noisy, troublesome do-naughts and a 
smattering of busy-bodies always trying to 
create a sensation, 
and 
always attrib­ 
ute 
their 
faiiuie 
to 
get 
up in the 
w orld' to Morinonism ; 
but they don’t 
amount to much. Eighth-tenths of the peo­ 
ple are Mormons, and very few of the younger 
people leave the faith, while additions are 
constantly being made by immigration. Two 
thousand immigrants urrived at Salt Lake 
this season from Europe. The Quorum of 
Twelve, which became the head of the Church 
at the death of Brigham Young, still retain 
their power. 
Thtir functions as Apostles 
have been in no way abridged by the election 
in October of John Taylor as prophet, or by 
two Councils chosen to act with him.

further said that U tah was anxious to be ad­ 
mitted as a State, and added : " Not only is 
polygamy a part of tho Mormon faith, but 
it was obligatory. Those who say otherwise 
are not true Mormons, or do not know 
what they are talking of.

London,

extreme proposals of the Land Leaguers wero 
to be carried into effect the popular agitation 
against English rule wouJd lose nothing of 
its intensity. 
It is well nigh idle to hope that 
the Irish disaffection can be removed by 
remedial legislation. Our interest and duty 
equally bind ui to remove any real grievancer, 
but we have alai got to Lring home to the 
Irish mind the conviction that the National­ 
ist demands are inadmissible.

Ireland are drifting toward a crisis, whose 
only possible outcome is another famine 
tiring. 
The calamity can only be averted by 
making it clear that no amount of agitation 
will induce England to yield to pretension» 
inconsistent with the welfare of the realm.

council of Jndgee is empowered to meet 
under the provisions cf the Judicature Act 
and mnke recommendations regarding the 
constitution of law Courts and status of 
Judges. I t is thought that it will recom­ 
mend that the offices of Chief Baron of the 
Exchequer and Chief Justice of Common 
Pleas be allowed to lap.e. Tho ap ioint- 
mentof Lord Coleridge as Chief Justice of 
England virtually fuses the three common 
law divisions.

One 
of the spokesmen feebly said he was glad to 
see that the Garfield canal boat was finally 
entering its last lock, when Garfield shut 
him off with such a stern look that the 
speaker choked in tho middle of the sentence, 
and almost strangled. Gradually it began to 
dawn upon the caliere that they were not 
pleasant companions, and they crept silently 
away, honing, as they went, that they had 
not iutruded. A “ first deck-hand " summed 
up their reception by answering an inquiry, 
“ How were you received?” with “ D—n 
cold.” General Garfield said afterward to a 
friend that he had no patience wish such 
idiocy. He was not ashamed of having been 
a canal boy, neither was it a matter of boast­ 
ing. It was a mere incident in bis life, and 
a-! of the least importance in shaping his 
after career. 
Pnbltc Sentiment on the Passion Play. 
New York, November 27th.—The Tele­ 
gum says : As the day approaches when the 
lesion Flap is to be produced on the stage 
of Booth's Theater, the popular 8en3e of out­ 
raged Bentiment iu respect to it seems to 
grt w stronger.

The New Chinese Treaty. 
W ash in g to n , November 27th.—Additional 
information received here by telegraph from 
China makes it certain that the new treaty 
on the subject of immigration will be entirely 
satisfactory to the Pacific coast sentiment, as 
stated in special dispatches last Monday. It 
does not attempt to regulate the subject 
minutely by treaty stipulations, but broadly 
clean the way for Congreseional action to re­ 
strict the immigration of Chinese laborers to 
any extent that the United States may deem 
advisable.

N ew Y o rk , November 27th —An Ottawa

ing session. The eastern end of the cable 
will land on Scilly Island, connecting with 
the Government cable at Sable Island, which 
will be laid early in the spring. They will 
be allowed to land on Sable Island, but not 
tike the cable off, this being Chief Elec­ 
trician Gisborne’s plan for destroying the 
cable monopoly. The bill will limit the rate 
to jone shilling per word. English repre­ 
sentatives of the company have hadan inter­ 
view with Sir John A. MacDonald, who has 
promised to support the bill. 
Caase of the Collision. 
Rome, November 27th.—The first mate of 
the steamer Ortigian, which sunk the Oncle 
Joseph, states that seeing a single mast head 
light about one kilometer ahead, he deemed 
it the light of a merchantman, and ordered 
the Ortigiau’s heliu ported, expecting the 
merchantman to do the same, but the Uncle 
Joseph starboarded her helm until she saw 
the Ortigian bearing down upon her. when 
she ported, describing a semi-circle and ex­ 
posing her broadside. The mate of the Or- 
tigian then ordered her engines reversed, and 
tho Urtigian’s prow drove inside the Oncle 
Joseph.

The Last Slmroc. 
C o llin g wood (Ont.), November 27tb.—It 
is now almost certain that the steamer Sim- 
coe has been lost. The steamer Columbia, of 
the Chicago line, which arrived here to-day, 
reports that, while passing The Ducks, Lake 
HuroD, she encountered large portions of the 
wreckage of a steamer, and the lake was 
strewn for miles. She saw a life preserver 
marked “ Simcoe.” The Columbia searched 
for hours, but failed to find any tidings of the 
crew. The general opinion is that the Simcoe 
struck on Magic Reef, off The Ducks, and 
went to pieces, in t íe gale in the early oari 
of the week. The Simcoe was due here from 
Chicago four days ago. She was almost a new 
steamer, having been rebuilt last winter at 
ColliDgwood, and was valued at 840,000, and 
insured for §12,000. 
Effect* or a Gale. 
H a lifa x (N. S.), November 27th.—The 
bark Moselle, of Prince Edward Island, 
from Montreal with a cargo of grain for 
Hamburg, was dismasted in the Gulf on Sun­ 
day night last.
